-Atameetingof the Modern AVood- 
men of the County, held in thu M^ W. 
A. Hall at Waukegan 'last Saturday 
afternoon plans were perfected for the 
organization of a Lake County Wood- 
man Protective Association, the organi- 
zation being formed to decide what 
action ahould be taken in regard to the 
new rates.

It was decided 
that an organization known as the Lake 
County Woodman Protective Associa- 
tion should be formed, and to further 
this plan it waa decided that one dele- 
gate to each 100 woodmen should be 
named to gather in Waukegan on March 
23 and decide what action should be 
taken.

It waa only a small gray cap, floating 
on the surface of the watqr in the har^ 
bor, yet offlclaia beleiye.thitthey have 
found the first clue, following the I'dis- 
■ppearance of William Strong, aged and 
reapected resident of Waukegan; -^who 
disappeared Saturday night. 

The cap waa found by John Lange, ( a 
carpenter, who waa hunting on the lake 
front. It was aeen floating among the 
cakeaofice, 300 feet from tho .south 
pier of the harbor, and while it was so 
far from the pier that Lange zpuld not 
recover it, he took a description of the 
cap. 

The matter was reported to the police 
shortly before 10 o'clock Wednesday 
and relatives of William Strong 
w^re immediately notified/ The 'des- 
cription of the cap tallied with that 
worn by Mr. Strong on the evening of 
his disappearance, and the worst fears 
of his relatives seem to be realized. 

Strong, shortly after 6 o'clock Satur- 
day evening, was seen by John Gnmash* 
on Spring street, headed toward the lake 
and-jmiiiediatelY the suppo'pition arose 
that the' aged man, 'dU^tnE-'tempor- 
nryabsence-of fncmory, ^^had wanderid 
down to the lake. 

The finding of the cap appears 
bear out this theory. The harl>or is 
yet so full of ice, that it would bo 
possible for men to drag the bottom of 
the harbor to attempt to find the re- 
mains. As soon as the ice breaks up in 
the spring, or tht harbor clears of ice, 
an attempt will be made to find the re- 
mains of the aged man. who disappear- 
ed Saturday.

One man waa killed and several othera 
Injured, when a floor collaaped at the 
Corn Products Refining company's 
plant, at Waukegan, Friday morning, 
ahortiy after the men had atarted to 
work. 

', According to tho statement of aeveral 
who aaw the accident, it Is said the 
accident waa due to defective flooring in 
tho place. Several men were engaged 
in piling aacka of augar on the floor, 
^hen without warning the floor gave 
yf^y* precipatmg the men to the floor 
below. 

; Tony Toni, the man who waa killed, 
waa employed on the flbor below when, 
without warning, the heavy mass of 
sugar fell upon him. Hia life waa 
crushed out immediately. 

Mingled with the sacks of sugar, 
human forma fell through the empty 
apace to tiie floor below. The tangled 
mass of sanks and humanity was pulled 
apart by workmen, who had witnessed 
thedisaaier and a toll of the injured 
taken.

A man in Rangoon bought three 
young etophanta to send to England. 
They were tame and playful, but cun- 
ning. Knowing that It was wrong to 
steal paddy (unhusked rice)— the idea 
bad doubtless been impressed upon 
jthom by punishment for ateailng— 
they would not touch It themselves. 
But If a boy went to aoe them, ho 
would be aelzed by one. the little 
trunk .would be coiled around bis arm, 
and bo would be led to where the 
paddy was kept.

MANY ACRES RECLAIMED 



Drainage Ditch to Go Through Vernon 
Will Drain 1,600 Acres 

Several hundred acres of awamp land 
in Lake county will be reclaimed when 
a new drainage district, now arranged 
for, is put through the affected terri- 
tory. The district included is now 
known as Vernon Drainage District, 
No. 2. The commissioners of the dis- 
trict filed their report in county court 
this week. The commisaionera appoint- 
ed by the court are Miles T. Lamey of 
Harrington, William Huhn of Dcerfleld 
and George Quentin of LibertyvIIIe. 

In all there is over 1,600 acres of land 
in the district which includes the terri- 
tory below Aptakisic, running westerly 
two Long Grove and northerly by 
Prairie View. At the present time the 
greater part of the district ia under two 
or three feet of water. The eatimated 
coat of the drainage together with the 
other work entailed la 912,000. The 
courae of the ditch waa laid out and 
ataked by Surveyor M. R. Miller. 

The ditch which la to drain this .terri- 
tory will be about five milea long and 
will empty into a creek, eventually 
emptying into the Desplalnea river. 
It will be aix feet In width at the bottom 
and the depth will vary according to the 
grade. Scorea of laterala will run into 
the big drainage ditch from the many 
farma along the courae. 

The coat will be aasessed agalnat the 
diatrict but apparently the moat are in 
favor of it aa there was no atrenuoua 
objection made when the public hear- 
ing waa held. The farmers feel that 
they will be amply repaid because of 
the benefita that will accrue to them. 

The work on the construction of the 
ditch will start in May and it ia expected 
that it will take the greater part of the 
sumnier to finish the work. The work 
of digging the ditch will be done by 
machines made especially for the pur- 
pose.

In Novemiier 1910 Burns sought re- 
election but was defeated by Anderson,

defeat has preyed upon hia mind. 

Mayor Harriaonsa aid was sought by 
prominent democrats who are of the 
belief that the mlaalng man la In Chi- 
cago, a victim of aphasia.

They found Jenatrom and his wife 
cold in death; both lying on their bed 
in' a filthy bedroom, death evidently 
having overtaken them from polaen 
some several days previously. 

They found a dead white cat in the 
other room, which answered as sitting 
room, Kitchen and parlor of the home. 

They found the kitchen table covered, 
with dirty dishes, a loaf of bread, sauer- 
kraut, soup etc. Neighbors reported 

The fact that no aignaof life had been 
seen about the house for aome days 
caused a neighbor to refer the matter 
to Officer Tyrrell Sunday morning and 
he decided to investigate. He toolc 
Aged Officer Hicks to the house, forced a 
windowj opened a door and then dis- 
covered the terrible sight. Deputy 
Coroner Conrad .was notified and -ho 
took the bodies to the morgue, where.at 
•1 o'clock Sunday, Coroner Taylor held 
an inquest. 

The couple lay on their unkempt bed 
the wife being toward the wall, the 
husband's Ie<s protruding over the aide 
toward the front The woman had evi- 
dently retired for the night, because 
she had on her night gown, an under- 
shirt and stockings. The man was 
dressed as he had evidently been during- 
the evening, having on alt his clothes, ■ 
except his coat. The bed clothes part- 
ially covered the woman, while none " 
were over the man. 

The fact that the man's body waa de-^ 
composed? terribly, while tho woman's 
was not so bad, was another peculiar 
feature. The man's body waa frozen 
very hard, while the woman's waa not 
These facta in a way would have ind- 
icated that the man might have died 
some time before the woman, but the 
general t.heory is that they both died, 
probably in a suicide compact. 

Jenstrom, who would have been 5* 
years old March a3rd next, was abo'ut^ 
four years older than hia wife. They 
had lijVed at the address mentioned eyer 
since coming to Waukegan about twenty 
years ugo, from Finland, their native 
land. 

Jenatrom waa a carpenter and work- 
*ed tor Touiaa Jensen olf and on until 
last full. ■ At one time, ho worked . in 
the.wire works, where his brolheria 
now employed. He had not worked 
much during the winter. The only reU 
atiye of the pair is the brother^ ' 
Mutt Jenatrom, of May streeL He did 
not hear oi tne tragedy untill about 
noon Sunday una could offer no theory 
aa to the motive. Jenatrom loata few 
hundred uollors a short time ago and 
hud worried considerably over it, but his 
relative declares he owneu mortgages 
etc., which wouiu aggregate in all fro 
P,{m to W.OUU, nencu he had no reaso 
to worry about getting along.

A new commander has been ap- 
pointed, M. Rapon, a retired colonel 
of tho Swiss army, who has Immedi- 
ately started his work of reorganlza- 
tion. The obsolete halberd, relic of 
mediaeval times, has been replaced by 
a powerful rifle of Swiss make, suit- 
able for any up-to-date European army. 
With such a modem weapon tho Vati- 
can troops could no longer wear those 
picturesque uniforms, with yellow and 
black stripes, which rendered tho 
Swiss Guard conspicuous at a great 
distance. As the gray and "khaki" 
colors had been adopted by the Ital- 
ian army, and, therefore, could not bo 
used, tho now uniform has been cut 
from a dark blue material, almost 
black. 

This uniform will be worn every 
day, but a special costume has been 
adopted for occasions of sUte cere- 
monies. It Is entirely different from 
any stylo used at tho Vatican till now. 
and Is much like the costumes worn 
by tho knights of the middle ages 
■when crusaders were fashionable. 

Up Ull now the Vatican army haa 
been composed of a small number of 
men, but It Is the Intention of tho new 
commander to bring tho regular forces 
to about 800.

Even more Important than. the cor- 
rect housing of laying hens and the 
breeding flock Is the proper brooding 
of little chickens. For no matter how 
good tho stock Is or how strong tho 
vitality of tho chicks when hatched, 
If they do not have right conditions 
In their brooding they will either dlo, 
or worse, develop Into weak, un- 
prontnhlo fowls. 

Tho number of Inquiries which tho 
writer receives about tho selection of 
an Incubator and how to run It Indi- 
cates that beginners think the hatch- 
ing of chickens Is tho principal thing 
to bo mnuterod In the poultry busi- 
ness. Thiu Is a mistaken Idea. Any- 
one can learn to hatch chickens with 
almost any kind of an incubator, but 
it will take care and skill to keep 
them nllve and thriving until they are 
four or five weeks old. After that 
age it Is easier sailing. 

There are ns many different kinds 
of brooders on the market as there 
are Incubators, nnd many of them 
are high-priced. The capital Invested 
In brooders In many poultry plants Is 
the heaviest single Item in tho busi- 
ness and this tempts many poultry 
raisers to try to economize by repeat- 
edly shifting tho chicks from the 
brooder In which tliey were started 
into some makeshift of a hover or 
coop where the conditions are so dlf- 
ferent from what they had become 
accustomed to that the change proves 
disastrous to them. U Is better, when 
nosslble. to allow the chicks to re- 
main for tho first three months of 
their lives, nt least, in tho brooder In 
which they were started. 

In the selection of a brooder there 
are a few essentials that must not be 
overlooked. Tho features that I re- 
gard ns Indispensable .In a brooder 
aro: 1. Abundant supply of fresh 
air nt all times. 2. Ability to fur- 
jiiflh plenty of heat when needed.

tude, between which healthful compe- 
tition may be preserved. 



INCREASE IN NUMBER 
OF AMERICANS 
GOING TO CANADA 

X.Uhough Western Canada suITered, 
as did many other portions of th« 
west, from untoward conditions, which 
turned ono of tho most promising 
crops ovor Been In that country. Into 
but llttlo moro than an average yield 
of all grains, there Is loft In tho 
farmers* hands, a big margin of profltl 
Of course thero were many farmer* 
who were fortunate enough to harvest 
and market a big yield, and with tho 
prices that woro secured made hand- 
some returns. From wheat, oats, bar- 
ley and flax marketed to tho 1st of 
January, 1912, thero was a groaarev^ 
enue of $75,384,000.

Tho 
prospects for a good crop for 1913 
aro as satisfactory as for many years, 
Tbe land has had sufflclent moisture, 
and with a reasonably early spring, It 
is safe to predict a record crop.

If Lives of American Citizens Are 
Jeopardized Soldiers Will Invade

Wnshlngton.— DIspntchcs to tho 
Btnto and wnr dopnrtniont indicate 
that tho situation In Mexico remains 
unclinngcd— troviblcsomo and menac- 
ing. Tho greatest activity on tho 
pari of tho rovolutionists and brigands 
1b In tho Htato of Chlhuahtin. Thore 
Is conald^rnhle activity in tho state 
|of Coahlla. Both these states are on 
the border and aro giving this Kovorn- 
mcnt much concern. 

A dispatch to tho war department 
stated that the force of Insurgcnta 
marching on Juares wore about two 
days' march from that city. A force 
la marching also on Agua Priota. Both 
these towns aro ports of entry and 
tho revolutionists are desirous of cap- 
turing them for the revenues. 

To capture them means a bloody 
bnttio, according to tho reports re- 
ceived here. The Mndcro people are 
determined that they will hold thorn. 
A battle at either of these places Is 
what Is giving President Toft much 
concern. 

A battle at Juarez means tijat the 
•lives of Americans on this sido of the 
[houndary will bo endangered and that 
■the troops at EI Paso will cross the 
|b order. 

In case of fighting across the bor- 
Ider line In the future, the American 
[commanders have been Instructed by 
[the war department to send the usual 
[notice that American lives and prop- 
jcrty shall not be endangered. 

If this notice Is not heeded and a 
|zono of safety respected, the Ameri- 
can troops are directed not to hesi- 
tate to go into Mexican territory to 
enforce a proper degree of protection 
for American citizens. 
This policy 1b the most drastic yet 
.adopted with rofcrenco to events In 
-IMexlco.

Springfield, III.— The state supremo 
court baa handed down a decision 
which affocu tho validity of many of 
tho moat important lawa and approprl- 
aUon bills passed by the legislature 
during tho last forty yeara. 

The court bold an appropriation of 
?60,000 for tho medical department of 
tho University of Illinois to be uncon- 
Btltutlonal on the ground that tho bill 
la its final form waa not printed be- 
fore its passage by the legislature. 

Tho JGO.OOO Item was inserted in the 
conference committee report and 
rushed through tho legislature In the 
closing hours of tho lOii session. 

At each session for many years bills 
have been passed without fuimnng 
tho constitutional requirement that a 
bin and all its amendments must be 
printed before final passage. 

As a result an unprecedented situa- 
tion exists. 

Governor Deneen probably will con- 
vene the legislature In special session 
to rectify the mistakes of past yeors 
before other measures, whose validity 
is in doubt, are attacked In tho couru. 
Many. important bills aro affected 
by the decision of the court, including 
tho following: Omnibus appropria- 
tion bill, making appropriation for ttio 
expenses of the state government for 
tho ensuing two years; omnibus bills 
making appropriation for the seven- 
teen state charltaDle Institutions; sen- 
atorial apportionment under which 
general assembly members have been 
elected for last ten years; Cook coun- 
ty civil service bill; bill providing tor 
payment Into tho state treasury of all 
fees collected by state offlcers; mu- 
nicipal court civil sen'ico bill; Cl^i- 
cngo parks civil service bill; Cnlcago 
police pension fund bill; state game 
commission bill; appropriation for 
sites for state armories and armory 
buildings; appropriation for new 
buildings at state fair grounds.'

Wiiabliigton.— TUo 30,000 clerks In 
tho WftHhlngtou departiuenta bUU ur© 
deeply IntoroHtod In a movement to 
flocuro loglalntlou from congress which 
win enable Uiom when thoy have 
grown old In the aorvlco to retire on 
pensions. There la a good deal ot 
oppoalUon In congreee to any schomo 
for civil pensions, but England bus 
old ago penalons and civil ponulona or 
a kind which recently secmB to have 
appealed to many of the American 
law-makers, and It Is predicted frooly 
In Washington that before many years 
the government employes will In the 
ago retirement matter bo put on a 
footing with tho army and navy. 

There are some hundreds of men 
and women, too, in Washington who 
would bo ollglblo for civil pensions 11 
the law were to be enacted. , In tho 
dally procession to tho departments at 
the hour for beginning work there are 
many men and 'women moving along 
laboriously on crutches. Hundreds ot 
others need canes to aid tho halting 
steps and hundreds of others who 
need them got along without them, 
fearing that the use of them would bo 
an open confession of weakness. 
Two Sides to the Question. 
Thoro Is a plan to retire every man 
and woman who has reached the age 
of seventy years. If this bill should 
become a law some of those men and 
wr3ien who have reached tho Psolm- 
j !>. J.^5 allotted span of life will not have 
U 'fako tho trail that loads from Cap- 
Y ) Hia to tho poor house. 
Vrhero aro two sides to this civil 
Jfllon question. There aro men who 
/ that there Is no reason why tlio 
-vernment employes should not have 
waved enough to provide against old 
age just as other men and women are 
compelled to take caro against the 
future. The other sldo ot It Is that 
the cost of living Is very high In Wash- 
Ington and that government pay Is 
none too generous. One thing Is to 
bo taken for granted, there will be 
a hard fight before any civil pension 
law Is passed by congrosa, 
Roosevelt and the Murchle Baby. 
The United States marshal for the 
district of Massachusetts -Is Quy 
! Murchle, a Harvard man, who was a 
j sergeant In Roosevelt's regiment of 
I Hough Riders. Marshal Murchle Is 
well known in Washington and the 
tdty heard not long ago with sorrow 
[of tho death of Mrs. MUrchle, tho 
[marsharB wife. There aro four chll- 
[dren in the Murchle family, all under 
[six years of ago. 

When Theodore Roosevelt was pros- 
'Went ho paid a visit to Harvard unl- 
voralty, where his son was to Join a 
olub to which his father had belonged 
beforo him and was to join It with 
certain ceremonies In which the grad- 
uate members were to take part. The 
president also was to mako a speech 
to the Harvard students and the time 
allotted^for his Boston and Cambridge 
visit was so brief that everything ho 
was to do was timed and tabulated 
and there were to bo no Interruptions 
to tho program 

The president reached Boston and 
just after the mayor and the governor 
had greeted him and tho presidential 
thought was turning to tho next affair 
on the program, Mr, Roosevelt re- 
ceived a message. Instantly ho en- 
tered a carriage and wos whirled away 
to a Mount Vernon street residence. 
It was the home of Guy Murchle and 
In the parlor of the homo were Mr. 
and Mrs. Murchle, a number of friends 
and relatives and Bishop Lawrence of 
the Episcopal church. Thoro was also 
a baby, and tho possible future Rough 
Rider was to be baptized. 

It was tho news of tho baptism tha^ 
took President Roosevelt to tho 
Murchle homo and there, good Dutch 
Reformed churchman that ho Is,, be 
stood godfather and "did promise and 
vow throe things" in tho name ot the 
babe at the font, a good Episcopalian 
babe and the grandchild of ono of the 
greatest clergymen that tho Episcopal 
church has hold In Us communion, Dr. 
B, Winchester Donald, who died some 
time ago ivj^jWho was choaen unanl- 
moualy as ^^ successor to philips 
Brooks by the pcoplo of Trinity 
church, Boston,' Mrs. Murchle was a 
daughter of Dr. Donald. 

Filibuster of Long Ago. 
The other day In the house 
of representatives there was a 
HllbuBter on the passage of the steel 
tariff bill. Tho Republicans hold that 
there was too much haste In enacting 
the legislation and they tried by ev- 
ery known parliamentary moans, and 
by some, which perhaps were not par- 
liamentary, to secure n proldnglng of 
the debate. The Democrats durtng the 
attempted filibuster called attention to 
the fact that when tho Republicans 
■were In tho majority In the house they 
"Would cut oft debate by tho power 
which numbers gave them, and that 
today they had no rightful cause to 
object to being done by as thoy had 
dono by others. 

A' fellow correspondent who Is pos- 
Bessed of some anclont records Insists 
that Vthe same things happens over 
and over again in congress." Then ho, 
WW gone on to>ay: "Tho.iflUbuatora 
of today which are of frequent oo- 
curronce have their counterparts In 
thfl hlitorj of iegislatloD «V€r since 



congress began." Thomas Burko of 
North Carolina 133 years ago conduct- 
ed a filibuster In congress. For a timo 
ho had ono follower, Edward Lang- 
worthy of Goorgla. but only for a short 
time. 

"At about ten qklock on tho evening 
of April 10. 1778,--ftIio continental -con- 
groBB 'took into consldorntlon tho draft 
of ojottor In answer to General Wash- 
IngWn's letter of the 4th, and sorao 
progress being made thereon, a mo 
tlon wns made to adjourn, it-bolng tea 
o*cIock.' " 

Censured For His Flllbuotor. 

As tho story goes on, It la discov- 
ered that Mr. Burke, after voting for 
adjournment, dcchired that tho others 
might veto as they pleased, ho would 
"upon his honor adjourn himself;" and 
thereupon ho Immediately withdrew, 
"by which moans congress could not 
proceed to business." Mr. Lang- 
worthy, tho dologato roprosontlng 
Georgia, also withdrew. 

Congress sont a mossagor to find the 
absent mcmbora and to request thera 
to return to attend congress. When 
tho mosBonger came back ho reported 
that Mr. Langworthy had Ehid that ho 
would return presently, but that Mr. 
Burko had replied that tho dovli might 
tako him If ho would como, it was too 
lato and too unreasonable. 

Tho upshot of tho whole business 
was tho adoption of tho following reso- 
lution: 

"Resolved, That tho manner In 
which Mr. Burko withdrew on the 
evening of tho said 10th Instant was. 
disorderly and contemptuous; and that 
tho answer then returned by him wns 
IndecenL That the principle upon 
which bo has attempted to Justify hla 
withdrawing from tho house Is dan- 
gerous, because It strikes at tho very 
existence of tho house, and, as In tho 
present case actually happened, would 
enable a single member to put an In- 
stant stop to tho most important pro- 
ceedings of congress." 

In these colonial daf^Delegato 
Burko was a true state's righter. Ho 
declared to tho houae that while It 
might be criminal In members of con- 
grcaa to withhold their attendance 
when tho public safety required it, 
"they aro to be judged and punished 
by the laws of Uio state thoy repre- 
sent and by no other power." 

The continental congress declared 
that Its resolution touching the case of 
Mr. Burko should be tranamltted to 
the assembly of North Carolina, and 
there so far as tho present historian 
knows, the case ended. 

Conserving the Bison. 
In tho agricultural appropriation 
bill reported recently from tha 
proper committee to the house 
there Is an Item of $17,000 which 
will be used to care for and pro- 
tect the bird refuges' where wild 
birds may bo unmolested, and which 
have been set aside by executive or- 
der, and the bison or, as most people 
say, tho buffalo, , reservation in Mon- 
tana. 

There Is a good deal of Interest In 
congress attaching to the bison, and 
this means all through the country, bo- 
causo It has been appeals from the 
people which have stirred Interest. In 
the congressman. In a Montana res- 
'ervatIo^ a government herd of bison 
ranges In virtually a wild state. Con- 
grcss was led to take action to buy 
and preserve these wild ^animals by 
appeala from' tho American Bison as- 
sociation, of which William T. Horna- 
day of the Bronx Zoological park Is 
the moving spirlL Senator Dixon of 
Montana Introduced a bill to set 
aside a tract of land containing 20 
square miles, it Is located on tho old 
Flathead Indian reservation, and the 
land, whllo making a fine bison range, 
is almost totally unfit for agricultural 
purposes. In other words, It Is prac- 
tically waste land. 

A Flathead Indian named Pablo liv- 
ing in Montana had In his possession 
a (ew years ago a herd of 350 bison, 
or, to begin using tho common name, 
although it la wrong, buffalo. Tho 
Canadian government learned of tho 
existence of tho herd and bought It 
from the Flathead, who was tempted 
by. tho Offer because of Its seeming 
generosity, and probably because he 
did not know the full value of the apl- 
mals In this day of their scarcity. The 
Canadians took about half the herd, 
divided the half into two parts, and 
turned the animals loose on ranges on 
the other side of the border, whore It 
la said today they ijre thriving. Tho 
understanding Is that since then Can- 
ada haa' taken tho rest of Us pur- 
chase. Pablo, the Flathead, however, 
rotainod in his possession about 60 of 
tho animals. To" these ho added oth- 
ers, and with the natural Incroaao he 
had quite a tine herd for Uncle Sam. 

Wood Buffalo in Saskatchewan. 

Most peoplo do not know that there 
la still In existence a herd of actual- 
ly wild bison. Little is known con- 
cerning it, save the fact of Its exist- 
ence.. How many animals there are 
and what their chances of continued 
existence, may be put down, at best, 
as a mere matter of gueaslug. Up 
somewhere in the northern part of the 
province of Saskatchewan there ore a 
few loft, possibly more than a few, 
animals known to the peoplo as wood 
buffalo. 

Tho layman's belief Is that tho wood 
buffalo and tho buffalo of tho plains 
are different apocles, but thoy ore not 
They are Identical, except for tho fact 
thai tho wood buffalo jure a little larg- 
er^ than their southern family mem- 
bera. How long a leaao of life tho 
wood buffalo may have no one knowa, 
but It may bo that the Canadian gov- 
ernment will undertake; ultimately, 
thoir protection and preaevatlou.

Says Ho Will Accept 

*'I deeply appreciate your letter and 
I realize to the full tho heavy respon- 
Bibllity It puts upon mo, expressing, 
as It does, tho carefully considered 
convictions of tho men- elected by 
popular vote to stand as tho heads of 
government In their several states. 

"I absolutely agroo with you that 
this matter Is not ono to ho decided 
with any reference to the personal 
preferences or Intoroats of any man. 
but purely from tho standpoint of tho 
Interests of tho people as a wholo. I 
will accept tho nomination for presi- 
dent if it is tendered to mo and I will 
adhere to this decision until tho con- 
venUon has expressed Its proforenco. 
One of tho chief principles for iwhlch 
I havo stood and for which I now 
stand and which I havo always en- 
deavored and olways shall endeavor 
toreduco to action Is tho genuine rule 
of the peoplo; and therefore I hopo 
that so far as possible the people may 
be given tho chance, through direct 
prlraorlea, to express their preference 
OS to who shall bo tho nominee of tho 
Republican presidential convention." 
Put Up tor Him by Governors, 

Tho letter was addressed to Gov. 
William E. Glasscock of West Vir- 
ginia, Gov. Chester H. Aldrich of No- 
braska. Gov. Robert P. Bass of New 
Hampshiro, Gov. Joseph M. Carey or 
Wyoming, Gov. Chase S. Oshom of 
Michigan, Gov. W. H. Stubbs of Kan- 
sas and Gov. jHerbort S. Hadley of 
Missouri. . ^ 

The letter, from the governors to the 
colonel was as followa: 

"Wo, the undersigned Republican 
governors, assembled for tho purpose 
of considering what will best Insure 
the conUnuntlon of tho Republican 
party as a useful agency of good gov- 
ernment, declare It our belief," after 
a carOiul investigation of tho facts, 
that a large majority of the Repub- 
lican voters of the country favor 
your nomination and a largo major- 
ity of the people favor your election, 
aa tho next president of tho United 
States. We believe that your can- 
dldocy will insure success In the next 
campaign. 

Urged to Declare Himself. 
"We believe that you represent, as 
no other man represents, those prin- 
ciples upon which we must appeal for 
a majority of the votes of the Amor- 
Icon people, and which In our opinion 
are necessary for the happlnesss and 
prosperity of the country. 

"We believe that In view of this 
public demand you should aeon de- 
clare whether, If the nomination for 
the prealdency comes to you unso- 
licited and ' unsought, you will ac- 
cept It 

"In submitting this request wo are 
not conaldering your personal inter- 
eats.
